The rejection of Claims 6, 9, 21 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Franklin et al. (EP 0 897 719) in view of Takamura et al.

Applicant's remarks filed August 13, 2004 after FINAL with respect to these 
rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of record have been fully considered but are 
unpersuasive in view of not entered proposed amendment.
